The Republicans Rally at the 
Pavilion. 


THK FOl'BTH WARD DEMOCRATS. 


The F irst W ard Club—A Meeting: of 
the Colored Democrats Last 
Night. 


The Republicans of the city started out 
to have a good time last night, and they 
appeared to have it, that ia if marching 
through the stroets with flaring flam­ 
beaux and having the wool pulled over 
tbeir eyes by oue of their campaign 
leaders can be construed in that light. 
The Pavilion was filled to its utmost ca­ 
pacity by 8 p . m ., and the audience 
waited impatiently for the commence­ 
ment of the exerciser, for although the 
hour announced for that event had ar­ 
rived, there was evidently an ¡official 
screw loose somewhere. The first indi­ 
cation of what was to be was the arrival 
of the Quaker organization from W hit­ 
tier, these 
gentlemen being attired 
in shovel hats and ice-cream coats, 
and 
looking 
like 
end-men 
of 
a 
minstrel 
show. 
Then 
came 
the 
Pasadenans and the Union League, and 
as the hour was getting late Fred Gill- 
more introduced Judge Fitzgerald, who 
called on the Pasadeua quartette for a 
little vocalization. 
Just as they were 
about to begin the Oro Finos, with great 
clamor, entered the hall, so the singers 
wisely waited until the noise had sub­ 
sided. They then warbled a parody on 
“ Titwillow’,,, which was called “ Veto,” 
but as they could not be heard beyond 
the firet two rows, there were many 
hisses and cries of “ Louder!” from the 
denizens of the galleries. 
After the 
singers had resumed their seats the arri­ 
val of the Pasadena Cadets again arrest­ 
ed progress, and there appeared to be a 
good deaTof excitem ent over this contin­ 
gent, as there was considerable bat wav­ 
ing. The soldiers and Bailors and the East 
Side club next walked in and there was 
rqpre enthusiasm, in the midst of which 
one m an cried out in a husky voice 
” W hatsmatter with H arrison.” There 
was no response. There not being seats 
for these late comers they sat on the 
floor and joined the rest of the audience 
in a spontaneous cheer as Gen. W. H. 
Barnes, the orator of the evening stepped 
to the front. This gentleman started in 
with an arraignm ent of Grover Cleveland 
for having dared to run for office for the 
second time, and said that the present 
incumbent 
of 
the 
White 
House 
was subjected to hobgoblins and scares. 
This 
the 
speaker 
attem pted 
to 
illustrate by saying that the President 
was scared on the silver question when 
it came up sometime ago and is now in 
a state of terrible excitement on account 
of the surplus. 
“ Victory is in the air” 
said General Barnes, and then he spoke 
of the hour when the Republicans would 
place their banner on the topmost tower 
of the enemies citadel. 
After referring 
to the President’s message the orator 
went fiercely for the Mills bill and gave 
the history of protection in the United 
States and the results accruing there­ 
from. 
The General spoke in his usual graceful 
style and his flights of fancy were worded 
with the skill of a trained and masterly 
though sophisticated rhetorician. The 
meeting adjourned about 10:30 p. m. 
with the customary cheers for the ticket 
and a tiger for the General.

Believing that 
the welfare ol*the 
Negro Race in America will be best pro­ 
moted by the Division of the Negro vote 
between the great parties of the country— 
Believing that the failure of Federal 
legislation to affect favorably the con­ 
dition of the Negro in the states and the 
repeated decisions of the Supreme Court, 
admonish colored men to seek an im­ 
provement of their condition through 
state action— 
Believing that the Negroes of the 
country being mostly agriculturalists and 
laborers, their interest will be promoted 
by a reform of the tariff, thus reducing 
the cost of living to those who most 
solely need such relief;— 
Believing that cheap food and cheap 
clothing rather than freo whisky and free 
tobacco will promote the moral and 
social Btanding of tlie race— 
We should divide our votes becauee 
the issues of twenty-five vears have been 
forever settled by the bullet and sw ord; 
they are buried in the silent p ast; the 
attem pt to revive them every election 
day is to practice fraud and deception 
upon intelligence. 
We should divide 
aud deaeminate oor political strength in 
all 
parties 
because 
the Republican 
Party is not the party of to-day, the 
party of principles and justice as it was in 
18(30, in tho prime and vigor of such men 
as Lincoln and other patriots who Btood up 
for the country, right and the whole peo­ 
ple. It has wilfully abandoned its first 
principles for the gold and silver of the 
country best known as trusts, monopoly, 
syndicates and combinations. 
We should divide our vote because the 
social and political interests of our people 
in the South dem and it.

A Large Force of Meu Working at 
Templeton on tlie New Coast 
Line. 


The new time table of the California 
Southern which went into effect on Sun­ 
day last has caused another disruption 
as regards the Colton travel. The Santa 
Fe people do not run any train at all 
from Riverside to connect with the 7:10 
train from Colton over the Southern 
Pacific to this city and thi9 is said to be 
felt very keenly by the residents of 
the temperance town. Then again thef 
California Southern tram from Riverside 
does not arrive at Colton until 7:30 p . m., 
whereas No. 20, the Southern Pacific’» 
overland, passes through Colton on the 
way to this city an 1 the north at 7 :35 p .

Is Southern California doing anything 
in the line of advertising? If so, «ho. 
when and w hat? is the question. The 
w riter called upon one gentleman in Los 
Angeles the other day who stated that he 
had made five contracts with prominent 
Eastern 
papers 
for 
advertisements, 
am ounting to $1,090 each, and that he 
proposed to continue on this line until he 
had spent $30,000. 
And when the right 
tim e comes he proposes to do as well by 
his home papers as he does by those in 
the E&Bt. 
Now, if 100 people in this city would 
do this, it would bring more people here 
to buy land and build houses, stores and 
factories than the most sanguine have 
hopes to see in the next ten years. But 
the trouble is this one solitary case is all 
we can find. 
Syndicates, corporations 
and business men have seemed to with­ 
draw their advertisements from not only 
Eastern papers, but their own home 
journals, and Eastern people are almost 
beginning to think th a t Californians 
themselves have loBt hope in their own 
future greatnesB. 
It was once generally 
conceded th at California beat the world 
in using printer’s ink, and when this 
state of affairs existed the State was 
flooded with home-seekers and specula­ 
tors’ times were lively and everybody 
was happy. 
How is it now? Everybody will con­ 
clude it is dull. Buyers, home-seekers 
and tourists are scarce as compared with 
a year ago and we assert without fear of 
contradiction that these dull times are 
more the outcome of not advertising 
than any other one thing. 
At this time while the whole Southern 
country is agitated over the scourge now 
{ 
irevaifing in that part of the land, Cali- 
ornia should step to the front with her 
multitudinous 
attractions 
pictured in 
vivid colors as residents of this State are 
capable of doing it, and as the merits of 
the country wul justify, and a tide of 
travel coula be turned this way and a 
business revived to an extent never be­ 
fore known. 
The fact is there is no land on the face 
of God’s fair domain with a brighter sun 
or a more genial climate, with a finer 
soil or a more magnificent scenery than 
Southern California possesses. The half 
cannot be told, and yet enough can be 
made known to draw the crowd, and 
more especially from among those whose 
homes have been in fever infected por­ 
tions of the South.

E d it o r s H e r a l d—Last Thursday the 
County Pomological Society held their 
quarterly meeting in Stimpson’s Hall. 
The hall preeented a beautiful appear­ 
ance. 
In front of the small stage were 
tables covered with lovely* flowers aud 
leaves. Among the leaves and flowers 
fruit of rem arkable size and perfect for­ 
mation astonished the eyes of our visi­ 
tors. F ruit was placed on exhibit by F. 
Q. Story, A. C. Weeks, S. D. Crow, F. 
C. Gray and many others too numerous 
to nam e. The meeting was interesting 
and m uch valuable information given to 
the public. 
Mr. Sm ith’s paper on “ F ruit Drying” 
was very able, and showed much expe­ 
rience had been had by the gentleman 
in the fruit business. 
The Society 
ordered the paper published. 
It is estimated that over one-half the 
vines of the Mission variety have died 
this year. The gentleman investigating 
the cause, under the direction of J. 
DeBarth Shorb, by the aid of a powerful 
glass obtained for that purpose, has d is­ 
covered a fungus growth which be believes 
to be the cause of the destruction of 
our vines. 
Those vineyards or parts of 
vineyards which have been irrigated 
most frequently are affected most seri­ 
ously, and in some cases are entirely de­ 
stroyed. 
It is reported that the white scale on 
Mr. Dobbins’ place aro dying. While 
examining the trees in Mrs. Mulock’s 
orchard the other day thousands of bugs 
both old and young were discovered to 
be dead. 
Upon removing the dead bug 
a small parasite, not as large as an ordi­ 
nary hen louse, might be seen, which 
appeared to be very active and sensitive 
to the light. 
W hether this little insect 
is destroying the scale or feeding on the 
tree I have been unable to ascertain. 
Something like 800 out of the 1,000 
shares of stock in the proposed bank 
have been bought. A suitable building 
will be erected immediately and will be 
ready for occupany by January 1st.

There was not a single bid—not one, and 
yet the money was called for. We are 
building an expensive Court House, and 
stone, brick and mortar in lordly piles 
do not go up in this work-a-day world 
without the pecuniary wherewithal. Mr. 
Heilman told the Board of Supervisors 
that if they would give him the differ­ 
ence between four and a half per cent.— 
the interest called for on the bonds, 
which run for twenty years—and seven 
per cent, for one year he thought he 
could place them. The Board acceded to 
his termB, the bonds were placed, and 
the Board secured their loan of $100,000 
for $2,500, instead of paying $2,500 
year for twenty years, which would have 
involved a cost of $50,000 to Los Angeles 
county. 
In this matter Mr. Heilman seems to 
us to have played the part of a good 
citizen in a supereminent degree. Any 
one who supposes for a moment that he 
was influenced by the desire to grasp a 
paltry $2,500 neither knows the character 
of the man nor the scale of his financial 
operations. Such a sum to a man who 
handles millions is a mere baubee. 
There is a sequel to this negotiating of 
the aforesaid $100,000 which the corres­ 
pondent of the Times evidently knows 
nothing about or he would have been 
more discreet. The county advertised 
the sale of another $100,000 worth of four 
and a half per cent, bonds and there 
has not, thus far, been a single bid. The 
Board of Supervisors again applied to 
Mr. Heilman to negotiate them after all 
other propositions had failed, aud that 
gentleman, resentful at the imputation 
cast upon a former action which was 
really patriotic, declined to excite further 
animadversion and would have nothing 
to do with their negotiation.

There is hardly any doubt amongst 
alienists that the frightful murders, ac­ 
companied by mutilation, committed in 
the heart of London, are the work of a 
homicidal maniac, laboring perhaps un­ 
der the delusion that he is commanded 
by some superior power to perpe­ 
trate these horrible crimes. 
I)r. 
William A. 
Hammond, of New 
York, says that cases of homicidal 
insanity are very common, and that it 
doeB not follow that the idea of the Lon­ 
don police as to the murderer being a 
repulsive, uncouth, brutal-looking fellow; 
is true. He may move amongst the best 
society, and be as “mild a mannered 
man as ever scuttled ship.” He may lie 
known amongst his acquaintances as re­ 
markable for hie modesty, refinement 
and humanity. The doctor thinks that 
he may be actuated by some fanatical 
religious idea, and thinks he is 
doing a religious service in rid­ 
ding the world of the class of 
women he is now making his vic­ 
tims. 
But the mania will prob­ 
ably grow upon him, and the thirst 
for blood will perhaps urge him to seek 
victims in the higher classes. It does 
not follow because he is insane on this 
one point, he may not be perfectly 
sane on all other points. 
Indeed 
the fact that he has eluded all the 
detective efforts of Scotland Yard shows 
that his faculties are normal and acute 
outside of his peculiar mania. 
These Whitechapel murders are not 
without parallels in their atrocity and 
peculiarities elsewhere and at other 
times. The books are full of them. The 
case of De Mallard, the Frenchman, is a 
noted one, and from the fact that the 
victims were all women it is peculiarly 
interesting. 
He used to advertise 
for 
servant 
girls. 
When they 
came he would lead them off to some 
secluded spot and murder them. There 
was no other object than a mad thirst 
for human blood. He is known to have 
murdered six women in this way, and is 
supposed to have killed many more 
whose bodies were never discovereJ. 
Women have figured quite as promi­ 
nently as men in the annals of homicidal 
mania. One Frenchwoman, between 
1853 and 1857, murdered over twenty 
people. She used poison in every instance, 
and her victims included relatives, neigh­ 
bors, physicians and nuns. She attend­ 
ed a number of her victims while they 
were on their death-beds and gave every 
evidence of being deeply affected. Per­ 
haps 
she 
was. Of course she 
had no object except an insane 
desire to see people die. Everybody will 
remember the Bender family in Kansas, 
some ten years ago. 
There was an ob 
ject of interest with them, however, in 
their murders; but they killed their vic­ 
tims so indiscriminately that it is fair 
to presume there was a taint of homicidal 
lunacy running through the family. But 
few travelers who entered their hospita­ 
ble inn and sat at their table, ever es­ 
caped death. 
Shortly after the Napoleonic wars the 
inhabitants of a small town in Germany 
were filled with horror at the frequency 
of murders in their quiet vicinage. At 
short intervals they would be startled by 
a mysterious assassination, and found it 
impossible to place their suspicion upon 
anybody as the author. A man would 
be traveling along the road 
an 
open country, and suddenly 
a shot would be heard and the 
man would fall dead, pierced through 
the vitals with a bullet. Nobody would 
be in the vicinity but an old sol­ 
dier with a wooden leg. He would possi­ 
bly be basking on the bank of a stream, 
around which the highway wound, and 
would in many instances be the first to 


come to the aid of the dying man. 
His 
sympathies would go out to him, and he 
would do everything in his power to al­ 
leviate his sufferings. 
The V6teran was 
beloved by the villiagers for his kindness 
of heart and for his extreme tender­ 
ness to all who were in distress. The 
frequency, however, with which these 
assassinations occurred in his immediate 
vicinity excited suspicion. At last his 
guilt was discovered. As a man was 
passing along the road a short distan 
from where the old soldier was seated 
upon the bank of the stream, a peasant 
saw him raise his wooden leg and point 
it at the passenger. Simultaneously a 
shot was heard, a flash of flame burst 
out of the aimed, wooden limb, 
and tho • passenger 
fell to the 
ground, 
writhing 
in 
mortal ag­ 
ony. The mmderer was seized, and 
it was found that a musket barrel had 
been inserted in the artificial limb, with 
a trigger which he could reach from his 
pocket. Some seventeen men had met 
their death from this homicidal lunati 
before he was detected. Of course noth­ 
ing but the mere delight of killing could 
have been the motive in this case. 
The Whitechapel murderer cannot for­ 
ever escape detection. It may be after 
careful aud Ragacious detective work, 
it may be by accident. But it seems 
strange that the man has not already 
been traced. He must live somewhere, 
and there must be something in his 
habits and movements that ought to 
atttract the attention and arouse the 
suspicions of his neighbors. 
A good 
round reward would set searching eyes 
at work that would probably bring hi: 
quicker to justice thau anything the 
police or detectives can devise. 


T h a t Old R o o r b a c k . 
Our esteemed morning contemporary 
from over the way, Through lack oi in­ 
spiration or paucity of invention, re­ 
turns to the ancient, very ancient chest­ 
nut, tbe Oobden C ub bugaboo. This 
will-o’-the-wisp is followed from the 
birth of Mr. Richard Cobden until the 
formulation of the Manchester school. 
The startling information is pet forth; 
that a half score of Democratic leaders 
are members of the Cobden Club, a 
propagandist of free trade.

EDMUND’S PLEA FOR THE WIDOW. 


The Cry of No Treason Used as an 
Effective Instrum ent of 
Opposition.

W a s h in g t o n, October 9.— In the Sen­ 
ate to-day the conference report on the 
Deficiency bill was presented and read in 
full. Some discussion followed as to the 
reason why the Senate conference agreed 
to the striking out of the provisions 
granting the balance of the year’s salary 
of Chief Justice Waite to his widow. The 
explanation was that the House con­ 
ferees demanded it. Edmunds made a 
strong plea in behalf of the item as a 
matter of simple justice in recognition of 
Waite’s eminent services to the Nation. 
The conference report was agreed to. 
On motion of Hoar the bill as to the 
counting of the Presidential votes was 
passed. It directs that the certificates 
and lists voted for President and Vice­ 
President of the United States be for­ 
warded to the President of the Senate 
forthwith after the 6econd Monday in 
January, on which the electors shall 
give their votes, and that Section 141 of 
the revised statutes of the United States 
hereby go amended to read as follows : 
Whenever a certificate of the votes from 
any State bus not been received at the 
seat of government on the fourth Mon­ 
day of the month of Januaiy in which 
th eir meeting shall be held, the Secretary 
of State shall send a special messenger 
to the District Judge iu whose custody 
one certificate of the vot«3 from that S at) 
has been lodged, ami such Judge shall 
forthwith transmit that list to the seat of 
Government. 
The resolution for an inquiry into the 
assassination of Joseph Hoffman, a wit­ 
ness before tho Committee on Privileges 
and Elections in tho investigation into 
tho political disturbances at Brenham, 
Texas, was adopt*d. 
Edmunds introduced a bill to pay the 
widow of Chief Justice Waite $8,745, a 
sum equal to the balance of his salary 
for the year in which he died, and asked 
unanimous consent for immediate con­ 
sideration. 
Berry objected and tbe bill was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Edmunds immediately left the Senate 
chamber, stating in an undertone that 
there would be a meeting of the 
Judiciary committee in about two min­ 
utes.The resolution offered yesterday by 
Blair, calling on the President for infor­ 
mation in the matter of the trial, convic­ 
tion and execution of Riel for high trea­ 
son in Canada in 1885, was taken up and 
a long statement in reference to it was 
made by Blair who based the resolution 
on the grounds that Riel was a natural 
ized American citizen. Referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 
Edmunds then reported from the Com­ 
mittee on Judiciary, his bill to pay the 
widow of Chief Justice Waite the balance 
of his year’s salary, and as Berry still ob­ 
jected to its immediate consideration the 
bill was placed on the calendar. 
The resolution heretofore offered hv 
Stewart directing the Committee on 
Mines and Mining to inquire and report 
as to the number of aliens, foreign com­ 
panies and corporations^ owning and 
.iv* atare to briugjag about a repeal of

the obnoxious corn laws Our Consul at adopted. 
Sheffield recently investigated the charge 
that the Cobden Club was using money 
in the United States for the propaganda 
of free trade. The books of the Club 
were opened to him, and he found that 
not one dollar had been used for such a 
purpose. On the contrary, he found that 
money had been sent from the United 
States to support the Club, and that the 
donors took in both Republicans and 
Democrats, ecbolars, politicians, manu­ 
facturers and stadents. Let the Cobden 
Club alone; it will harm no one. 


H e r e a f t e r Chinese going from Chi­ 
cago to New York, or vice versa, will be 
eareful to avoid railroad lines that make 
the detour into Canada by way of the 
Grand Trunk railway. The experience 
of a number of Mongolians the other day 
who took that route will prove a signifi­ 
cant warning. When the train on which 
they were traveling reached the Ameri­ 
can boundary line, they were refused ad­ 
mittance, the Exclusion Act making no 
provision for Chinese riding over into 
Canada and then coming back into this 
country. Their case was submitted 
to the authorities at Washington, 
and 
the 
reply 
was that the 
departments had no power in the prem­ 
ises. 
The Exclusion Act says that Chi­ 
nese laborers cannot come into the 
countiy. They were out of it and the 
door was closed against them by an im­ 
perative Btatute. These particular Mon­ 
gols went into this trap innocently; and 
it is impossible to see how they are going 
to get out of it. They have received a 
lesson by which they themselves cannot 
profit, but from which all travelihg Mon­ 
golians will be warned to stay within the 
American limits. 


The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the Tariff bill and was addressed 
by Hiscock. It was proper, he said, to 
criticise the recent attempt of the Presi­ 
dent and his party to explain away and 
misrepresent the effect and purpose of 
the Mills bill, which they claimed to be 
calculated to benefit rather than to in­ 
jure American labor and capital. The 
issue was fuirly drawn between the two 
political parties. The question was free 
trade or protection to American labor. 
Neither subterfuge nor new confession of 
faith would conceal or obscure the real 
question. 
Democratic orators were 
attempting 
in 
the manufacturing 
districts to shift their grounds and 
to conceal the purposes of their 
party. But the official utterances of the 
President and the reportb of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, emphasized by the 
Mills bill which had been endorsed by 
the National Democratic Convention and 
which passed the House by a strict party 
vote, left no doubt whatever as to the 
true position of the Democratic party on 
that great question. The Senate bill left 
no doubt as to the position of the Repub­ 
lican party. Both parties conceded that 
there should be a reduction of revenue 
and to about the same amount. There­ 
fore the question of tfce amount of taxa­ 
tion was not involved in the discussion, 
but the question was as to the manner in 
which the reduction should be made. 
He examined some of the details of 
Mills bill in order to prove that in the 
proposed reduction they were discrimin­ 
ating in favor of the industries of the 
Confederate States and against the in­ 
dustries of the Northern States. 
Howley suggested in explanation of 
that fact that of the Democratic Mem­ 
bers of the House Ways and Means Com 
mittee which made up the Mills bill, six 
were from Confederate and two from 
Northern States. 
Hiscock procicded to illustrate his 
point with further instances drawn from 
the Mills bill, and intimated that the 
minority of the Senators on the Com­ 
mittee on Finance were acting on the 
same policy. He declared the assump­ 
tion of Mills as to the small average re­ 
duction under his bill to be false, and 
showed that those figures were made bv 
including sugars, liquors and wines, oil 
which the ad valorem duties were large, 
but said that, with those articles omitted 
from the calculation, the reduction by 
the Mills bill would be from 40 to 50 per 
cent. 
The effect of the Mills bill, Mr. 
Hiscock declared, could not be disguised. 
The Senate bill was equally pronounced 
in character and principle. It fairly 
illustrated the Republican policy of pro­ 
tection, and when its provisions became 
law it would defend the American mar­ 
ket against foreign competition. It was 
not sectional; the industries of the North 
as well as the East and the West and 
were well provided for in it. It was the 
opposite of the Mills bill. The Demo­ 
cracy had tendered the issue and every 
effort should be made to meet it fairly. 
At the clcse of Hiscock’s remarks Bate 
obtained the floor and the Tariff bill went 
over until to-morrow. 
Edmunds appealed to Berry to with­ 
draw his objection to consideration of 
the bill for tbe benefit of tbe widow of 
Chief Justice Waite. Berry declined to 
withdraw his objection, saying that it 
wonld be equivalent to consent to the 
passage of the bill, which he considered 
thoroughly bad. 
Edmunds thereupon 
gave notice that he would tomorrow 
Ledger, morning move to take up the bill for con- 
I sideration. The Senate then adjourned. 


Tbat was a great stroke of political 
finance by which General Harrison’s 
letter of acceptance was interplotated 
into a speech and printed in the Con­ 
gressional Record, so that it cau bo sent 
through the mails under the franks of 
members of Congress, without tbe neces­ 
sity of swelling the surplus by paying 
postage.

When the Senate bill appropriating 
$75,000 to secure to the Cherokee freed- 
men their portion of certain proceeds of 
lands under the act of March 3, 1883, 
Kilgore, of Texas, intimated that he 
would raise tho point of no quorum on 
the bill. “ I will go farther,” he said, 
“than the gentleman from Ohio; nothing 
ought to pass except the Deficiency Ap­ 
propriation bill, aud a resolution * 
adjourn sine die." 
While teveral members were laboring 
with him to foiego his intended motion 
the bill passed. 
Tho conference report on the bill to 
allow persons who have relinquished 
homestead entries to make another entry 
was also passed. 
Tho Senate bill supplemental to the 
act of February 3, 1887, providing for tbe 
meeting of the Presidential electors, etc., 
was passed. 
Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, submitted 
the conference report on the General De 
ficiency Appropriation bill. 
McKenna, of California, hoped the 
report would tie rejected, basing his 
antagonism to it on the ground that the 
bill contained an appropriation of $276,­ 
000 for the Chinese indemnity. The bill 
made the appropriation for humane 
reasons. 
The President had recom­ 
mended on the ground of national honor. 
Tt e calendars of the House were groan­ 
ing with bills which should bo passed for 
humane reasons and for reasons befitting 
the National honor. If justice were to 
be done, it should first be done at home, 
Vandever, of California, characterized 
the President’s message accompanying 
his approval of the Chinese Exclusion 
bill as an apology to the Chinese Govern­ 
ment for his act in approving it. 
Burnes said that the State Department 
was firmly of the opinion that the appro­ 
priation of $276,000 should be made as 
an evidence of the willingness of the 
Government to pay for damages for out­ 
rages upon citizens of a foreign country, 
On agreement to the proposal the vote 
stood 34 to 3, aud Dougherty, of Florida, 
raised the point of no quorum and the 
House adjourned.

THU OLD BANDANA. 
Thurman «pena HU Arffuiuont In 
th e B ell T elep h on e Caaew. 
W a s h in g t o n, October 9.— In the Su­ 
preme Court to-day Judge Thurman 
opened the argument on behalf of the 
United States in the caso of the Govern­ 
ment against the Bell Telephone Com­ 
pany. Judge Thurman placed his cane 
on a table and drawing from his pocket 
the familiar old bandana and snuff-box, 
placed the latter on the table in front of 
him and began his argument. Ilia voice 
was low and husky at the start, but soon 
gathered strength and remained clear 
and stiong to the close of liis forty-min­ 
ute speech. 
His manner of speaking 
was plain, simple and direct, and in his 
choice of words he used homely Anglo- 
Saxon, as intelligible to tho laity present 
as to tho learned Justices themselves. 
Standing erect, facing the Court, Ids 
right hand holding his eye-glasses and 
his left at the pocket of h:s trousers, he 
spoke slowly and distinctly and with an 
entire absence of oratorical flourish. He 
closed his argument at 10 minutes past 1, 
and left tho court room a few minutes 
later. 
HISTORY OF THE BELL CASE. 
The telephone cases under argument 
grew out of a suit brought by Acting At­ 
torney General Jenkins in the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the Dis­ 
trict of Massachusetts, to have canceled 
two patents granted Alexander Graham 
Bell, as inventor of the telephone, on the 
ground that his patents were obtained 
by fraud. The Bell Company entered a 
demurrer to this suit, in which they main­ 
tained, among other things, -that in ab­ 
sence of any specific statute tbe United 
States had no power to maintain a bill iu 
equity to cancel the patent for an inven­ 
tion. The Circuit Court held that this 
point was well taken, and furthermore 
ruled that even were the Court not 
to go to this extreme length, tbe demur­ 
rer must be sustained on the ground that 
the main questions raised against the 
validity of Bell’s patents could be be ad­ 
vanced in an infringement suit, and that 
the Attorney-General could not bring 
suit to cancel patents on grounds which 
constitute the defense in infringement 
cases. The case comes to the Supreme 
Court on an appeal from this decision. 
t h u r m a n’s l in e o f a r g u m e n t. 
Judge Thurman in his argument said 
the Bell Company conceded the Consti­ 
tutional right of the Government to enact 
a statute giving the Attorney-General 
jower to bring a suit to cancel a patent, 
>ut maintained that in the absence of 
such statute tho Attorney-General had 
no such power. Judge Thurman asserted 
that no Congressional action was neces­ 
sary ; that the Constitution gave ample 
authority for the bringing of the suit, and 
declared that Congress could not even by 
express statute limit this power, for it 
would therefore abrogate the Constitu­ 
tion. At the conclusion of hiB remarks 
Jeff Chandler addressed the Court and 
was followed by Mr. Storrow for tbe 
Bell Company.

P l a c e r v il l b, October 9 .— Judge Will­ 
iams’ courtroom was crowded to-day by 
persons anxious to hear tbe sentence of 
death passed upon John Olsen, William 
Drager and W. H. Myers, for the murder 
of John Lowell. The Judge denied the 
motion for a new trial made by the attor­ 
neys of the first two prisoners on the 
ground of the late confession made by 
Myers, exonerating them from complicity 
in the crimo, stating that their only 
resource was Executive clemency. He 
fixed November 30th as the date of exe­ 
cution. The prisoners were at first much 
affected.

STR EET CAR TR A FFIC CLOSED. 


The West Side Men Join the Strikers. 
R ioting Begun—Other E ast­ 
ern Happenings. 


(Associated Prese Dispatches to the H e r a l d . I 


Chicago, October 0.—The two great 
street car systems of the W est and the 
North Sides are now tied up. The strike 
on the W est Side began this morning 
soon as the last night car was run into 
the barns. Nearly three-fourths of the 
population of the city is left without 
other means of transportation than foot­ 
ing it or riding on extemporized carry­ 
alls and express wagonp. 
RIOTING BEGUN. 
The bitterness of feeling toward the 
m anagem ent of the lines^ appears to 
increase and the contagion gives evidence 
of spreading to outside elements in the 
population not under the strikers’ con­ 
trol. 
At Garfield and Larrabee streets 
to-day a num ber of boys laid a large 
plank across the track and fastened it 
securely with iron spikes. 
W hen six 
Garfield-avenue cars came from their 
down-town trip they were stopped. 
The 
police got out a patrol wagon but did not 
offer to remove the obstruction. The 
strikers im mediately surrounded the cars 
and as a result of their solicitations 
three of the new men joined their ranks. 
The success of this action led others to 
follow the boys’ exam ple, and a riot fol­ 
lowed. 
The street was jammed with a 
howling mob and the tracks covered 
with obstructions. 
Employees of the 
road «ndeavored to remove the debris, 
but it was replaced as fast as taken 
away. 
Finally the mob became 
po 
large and dem onstrative that the sergeant 
in command of the police ordered a 
charge. 
The officers, aggravatevl some­ 
what by' the stubbornness of the people, 
responded with a will. 
They made a 
rush and ueed their clubs freely. 
Men 
and boys were hit, and even women were 
not spared, one woman, who was parti­ 
cularly demonstrative,, being 
severely 
wounded by a club blow on the head. 
Altogether about fifteen cars were run 
at irregular intervals during the day. 
Everywhere the new drivers and conduc­ 
tors were greeted with hisses and oppro­ 
brious epithets from the crowds which 
lined the streets. 
Alderman Reich, of 
the Twenty-third ward, took a prominent 
part in a delay which occurred at a point 
where an excavation was being made 
under the tracks. The policemen in the 
first car alighted and pushed the car 
over, and those on the next car were 
about to do the same when Reich stepped 
forward and ordered the officers to keep 
their hands off, adding that it was a 
shame to have these “ scabs” run the 
cars. 
A SCRIMMAGE ON MADISON STREET. 
The strike on th e W est division was 
w ithout special incident during the day. 
A few cars were sent over the principal 
lines early in the after noon under police 
guard. 
All went well at firBt, but a dis­ 
turbance more serious than those on the 
North Side marked the ending of the trip 
on Madison Btreet this evening. 
As the 
cars were approaching W est avenue on 
their return, the crowd surged around 
them in such a compact mass that it was 
impossible for the horses to move. 
A 
filatoon of police forced a way for the 
eading car, but the one following was 
brought to a sudden stop by a wooden 
wedge inserted in a swicth by some per­ 
son in the crowd. 
In a m om ent after its 
stop the vicinity was pandemonium. 
Stones and sticks were hurled at the car, 
and the air rang with yells and curses. 
A flying brick caught Assistant Superin­ 
tendent Nagel, who was driving a car, in 
the stom ach—uttering an oath, he pulled 
a revolver from his pocket and turned 
toward the crowd. 
His example was 
quickly 
followed by the 
conductor, 
but the two men were disarm ed with 
little ceremony by the police. 
Nagel 
left the car and was im mediately at­ 
tacked by a Northwestern switchm an, 
nam ed Gleason, who was under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. This man had to be 
mercilessly clubbed and then sat upon 
in the patrol wagon by several officers 
before he could bo subdued. 
Others 
were scarcely less determ ined and but 
for the fact that all appeared to be un­ 
arm ed the fray would scarcely have been 
finished without Io b b of life.

California Beef Cattle Condemned.

S a n F r a n c is c o , October 9.—At the in­ 
quest in the case oí David Donohue who 
died recently from the effects of a pistol 
wound received at the hands of Wm. 
Harrington in tho Republican County

mittee, said he was keeping tally when 
Harrington came in and protested against 
the returns from the twenty-ninth pre­ 
cinct. 
In the hubbub which folio wed he 
saw Harrington draw a revolver. 
Mar 
tin Kelly then raised his arm as if to 
strike him and H arrington fired. 
Kelly 
staggered forward and H arrington fired 
a second time. Ju st as he did bo a re­ 
volver was discharged back of his neck. 
Witness did not know who fired the lat­ 
ter shot. 
He found a pistol next morn­ 
ing on the floor among some papara. 
It 
had three of the five cham bers empty. 
F. L. Tenpin witnessed the shooting 
and though it was done by Harrington. 
The first time the latter fired, witness 
thought it was at Donahoe and then at a 
tall man, somewhat 
poorly dressed. 
After tho first shot Kelly called out to 
Harrington aud raised his cane. 
H ar­ 
rington then fired at him three times. 
W itness heard seven shots in all before 
he left the room. 
He did not see Kelly 
have a pistol. 
H arrington seemed to 
have his back against the wall or the safe 
so no one could attack him from behind. 
A. J . Healy, a reporter, testified that 
after Harrington made his protest the 
crowd began pushing toward the wall. 
A young man attem pted to strike H ar­ 
rington with his hand, but was pushed 
aside. 
Harrington again applied a vile 
epithet to Boss Higgins, and Kelly then 
raised his cane ana struck Harrington on 
the right shoulder. 
A shot was im me­ 
diately fired and Kelly fell to the floor 
On the second shot Donohue dropped 
to 
the 
floor 
exclaiming 
he 
was 
shot, and at the third report Christenson 
fell. A num ber of other Bhots were fired 
when the policemen rushed into the 
rooms and seized H arrington, placing 
him in a hack and taking him to the re­ 
ceiving hospital. 
Other parties testified as to the circum­ 
stances of the shooting, but differ as to 
whether Kelly or Donahoe was first shot. 
Adjourned until a future time unnamed.

Dissolution of the Mormon 
Church Decreed. 


CORPOBiTE POWERS TO CEASE 


Melange of Foreign and Domestic 
News—The F ire Demon and 
W intry Blasts. 


|Associated Press Dispatches to th e H erald. 1 


S a lt L a k e , October 8.—The Supreme 
Court of Utah to day entered final judg­ 
ment and decree in the case of the U nited 
States against the 
Mormon Church 
which was pending, to dissolve 
the 
church corporation and have its property 
escheated to the Government. The suit 
was brought in the Supreme Court of 
this Territory under act of Congress of 
February 10, 1887. In that suit a Re­ 
ceiver was appointed for the church cor­ 
poration. He has succeeded in collect­ 
ing over a million dollars’ worth of prop­ 
erty, real and personal. 
The decree 
entered to-day is a complete triumph for 
the Government. 
It declares the corporation of 
the 
church dissolved, and that the voluntary 
religious sect now in existence has no 
lililí to its corporate property, except 
the Temple Block and buildings which 
are set aside to it. It denies the inter­ 
vention of a large number of individuals 
claiming the property. It orders the 
real estate of the corporation to be held 
by the Receiver until the informations for 
the forfeiture of the same, brought by 
the Government, can be brought to a 
conclusion; and it declares that all the 
Krsonal property of the late corporation 
a become escheated to the Govern­ 
ment. This point was the one most bit­ 
terly fought, as the property of the 
church was claimed on behalf of the in­ 
corporated Mormon sect as successor in 
interest to the late corporation, and by 
individuals who were members of the 
corporation, and who intervened on be­ 
half of themselves and all other mem­ 
bers of the corporation. 
Under the evidence, the court decided 
that neither the present church nor the 
individuals had any legal claims; that all 
of the property had been held upon 
trnsts, the, object of which was princi­ 
pally to uphold polygamy, and that these 
trusts were the only ones existing to 
which said property could be devoted. 
It further decided that the present 
church still upholds, teaches and main­ 
tains polygamy, and that any dedication 
of property to it would be for the pur­ 
pose of upholding polygamy, and would 
be unlawful. 
After reviewing exhaustively the evi 
dence, the court declares the property to 
belong to the Government bv operation 
of law. The defendants have taken the 
case to the Supreme Court of United 
States, where it will be hotly contested. 
Major John T. Cain was renominated 
to-day by the Mormon Charchas dele­ 
gate to Congress. 


IDAHO INCENDIAHIS.q.

Portland, Ore., October 9.—A special 
from Moscow, Idaho, says: A disastrous 
fire broke out in this city this morning. 
It was discovered by the night watchman 
emerging from a pile of kindling under 
one corner of the Reeder block, plainly 
showing it to be incendiary work. There 
has been no rain for three months, and 
as everything was dry, hard pine, the 
flames traveled with wonderful rapidity. 
There were several narrow escapes from 
death. 
The Barton House and the Henry 
hardware store were saved by the most 
strenuous efforts. They were the key to 
the rest of the town.
